‘I live ballet’

BERKELEY — ‘Teach ballet? I 
live ballet. Ballet is my life,’’ says 
Vala Bovie, her voice rising. 

She speaks softly in a French ac- 
cent mixed with intonations drawn 
from her Russian parentage. Yet she 
can summon an authoritative snap 
in her voice and command attention 
if occasion warrants it. 

From a simple, almost austere 
studio on Grove Street, Bovie, a 
woman who has brushed elbows with 
European high society, tries daily to 
instill dancing's “artistic” joy in bal- 
let students. ; 

In addition to becoming her life’s 
work and love, ballet hel cure 
Bovie of arthritis at age three, fed 
her during the chaos of the Russian 
revolution and came to her rescue 
when at age 17 doctors declared she 
would never walk again after an 
automobile accident. 

Bovie, whose instructors have in- 
cluded Artzebusheva, Carlotta 
Zambelli, Madame d’Alessandri and 
Tamara Karsavina, has choreog- 
raphed more than 50 ballets, has 
written a book on the subject for 
children and also has written scripts 
for ballet performances. ‘ 

One of her pieces, ‘A Christmas 


Story,” was aired Dec. 22 on KPIX 
channel 5. The dance, set ina French 
village, told the story of an outcast, 
old man who is befriended at 
Christmas by an orphaned girl. 

The ballet went on to show how the 
man rewards the girl’s compassion. 
Bovie’s students danced in the show, 

roduced by Len Schlosser and 
ilmed by Glen Carroll and Mickey 
Freeman, both veterans of several 
ballet films. 

“T love to teach,” says Bovie, 
punctuating her, words with a wave 
of her hand. ‘I have been teaching 
since 15 when I had to instruct stu- 
dents 20 to 25 years old. 

“T can see a good ballet dancer by 
about four classes, but a really good 
artist is born. What a teacher does is 
jut squeeze that talent out or nur- 
ure it so the dancer can feel what 
she is. From there she can really 
work, and to be good takes 10 percent 
talent and 90 percent work.’ 

Bovie has taught in Berkeley since 
1969. She took over the 1805 Grove St. 
studio from daughter Monique, who 
had run it from 1962 to help her 
husband through medical school. 
Bovie teaches classical ballet and 
incorporates Italian educator Maria

ALBANY — Management and 
labor remain far apart today in 
negotiations over contracts at Gol- 
den Gate Fields Race Track, the 
same situation that resulted in the 
loss of 30 racing days at the oval last 
year.

This was the major 
issue in the strike last year.”’ 

“The second big issue is the effort 
by Golden Gate Fields to delete sec- 
tions from the contract that allow the 
janitors jurisdiction over activities 
at the track during the off-season,” 
he added.

The percentage 
started dropping one point 
each year thereafter until 
only 17 percent of the stu- 
dents were wedded in 1974- 
75. 

Preliminary data shows 
the slide continuing to 16 
percent in 1975-76.

It was a central point of 
“Predator,” a game that is 
at once a competition and a 
never-ending illustration of 
the forest food chain. 

As a Berkeley teacher, 
Mrs. Lowell invented ‘‘Pre- 
dator”’ while trying to estab- 
lish an environmental edu- 
cation program at 
Thousand Oaks Primar 
School. The program found- 
ered, but the game seemed 
too good to give up.

An earlier epotieation of the basic 
Concept of the process recently 
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lenses and other optical instruments 
to be made without conventional 
grinding and polishing techniques, 
through structuring the refractive 
index characterization of transpa- 
rent materials. 

Swainson’s initial work, covered 
by patents filed as early as 1967 and 
soon to be issued in the United States, 
dealt with the replication of objects 
that are homogeneous — formed all 
of one material, 

Later work carried out by. Swain- 
son in collaboration with his as- 
sociate, photochemistry expert 
Stephen Kramer, takes as its central 
technology the replication of chemi- 
cally complex objects. : 

Swainson says, “‘We have experi- 
mentally generated metallic pro- 
ducts and plastic pee using 
solution transport o photoreactants 
to the active generating region.” 

The far-reaching implications of 
such capability were foreseen by dis- 
tinguished science writer Arthur C. 
Clarke in a pair of essays appearing 
in the 1963 Bantam book, ‘‘Profiles of 
the Future.” 

Swainson cites those essays to 
back the visionary concepts of the 
invention. 

Clarke observes that everything in 
the physical world can be completely 
described by two factors: material 
of composition and the shape or 
form. He also saw that the analytical 
instruments capable of creating a 
transmittable description of reason- 
ably simple articles in terms of com- 
position already existed, and that the 
enormous information - holding 
capacity of computers permitte 
highly complex shapes to be effi- 
ciently described in three- 
dimensional coordinates of X, Y and 


This knowledge led him to propose 
a form of practical electronic ‘‘tele- 
portation,” as well as a new system 
of mane agar ing — an unpre- 
cedented, generalized production 
line capable of making a wide vari- 
ety of products simply by changing 
the computer program input. 

Clarke wrote, ‘‘We have learned to 
send sounds and images around the 
world at the velocity of light, so why 
not solid objects? It is important to 
realize that ... we don’t send.sound 
and images anywhere. What we do 
send is information — a description 
or plan which happens to be in the 
form of electrical waves — from 
which the original sights and sounds 
can be recreated. 

“One day,” Clarke continued, “all 
manufacturing processes will be 
based on this idea, which is fairly 
practical with simple, inanimate ob- 
jects and even fairly complex but 
non-living materials . . . A matter 
transmitter is not ‘merely’ a trans- 
mitter; it is potentially a multiplier, 
which could turn out just as many 
copies as there were receiving sets; 
or perhaps the ‘signal’ could be re- 
corded and played back over and 
over again through the same re- 
ceiver. The transformation that the 
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telephone has wrought in business 
and social life would be as nothing to 
that which the ‘teleporter’ would 
bring to our civilization . . . 

“T have little doubt that it will be 
achieved in a few centuries,” Clarke 
wrote a few years before Swainson 
began his work. 

eleportation? 

“We never contemplated such au- 
dacious terminology before,” says 
Swainson. “But the development of a 
practical means of controlling true 
three - dimensional photochemical 
structuring seems to supply the crit- 
ical element which was missing 
when the Clarke essays appeared.” 

This critical element was de- 
scribed by Clarke: ‘‘It is the 
playback, from recording to physi- 
cal reality, which is rather difficult 
to visualize.” 

Swainson says, ‘Clarke recog- 
nized that the known techniques of 
computer-aided design, as the input 
element, suffered from the inadequ- 
acy of traditional shaping technol- 
ogy which required highly skilled 
pperatons and frequent transfer of 
the workpiece between different 
specialized machine tools. He also 
foresaw that realization of his pre- 
dictions would have important im- 
plications in relieving the Third 
World from the necessity of repeat- 
ing the painful process of building up 
a machine-tool infrastructure as a 
preliminary to acquiring a manufac- 
turing capability.” - 

Swainson also cites the ideas of 
John Wren-Lewis, a British 
philosopher of technology and au- 
thor of ‘‘Learning for Tomorrow,” a 
1974 Vintage Book. 

Wren-Lewis believes it is unrealis- 
tic to ask newly emerging nations to 
limit growth after tasting the higher 
standards of industrialized 
neighbors, 

e wrote, ‘The only hope of avoid- 
ing world disaster in this situation is 
for means to be devised for them to 
leapfrog right over many of the 
stages cf industrial development 
through which we have gone.”’ 

Wren-Lewis continued, ‘‘The 
less-developed countries will re- 
quire, in fact, to have the very high- 
est technology, not lower level 
technology, as is often assumed at 
present (although there will undoub- 
tedly be an important place for the 
much-vaunted ‘intermediate 
technology’ as a stop-gap). They will 
have the advantage of being able to 
introduce it without the grim con- 
sequences that marked our history . . 


In its simplest form, Swainson’s 
process involves two beams of diffe- 
rently colored laser light and a spe- 
cial solid block or tank of photoreac- 
tant within which the beams are 
caused to intersect and their move- 
ment is controlled so that the inter- 
section moves through the medium 
in a pattern corresponding to the 
shape of the product desired:

method for constructing three - di- 
mensional products, rather than the 
two.- dimensional products of con- 
ventional photography, lies in the 
selection of laser colors and photo- 
reactive materials so that no photo- 
response in the material occurs with 
either of the single laser colored 
beams alone, but the simultaneous 
presence of both colors. at the inter- 
section region only will cause the 
photoresponse. ; 

Swainson says, “‘Advanced ver- 
sions of the process permit virtually 
any conventional photosensitive 
material to be used in this special 
way to construct three - dimensional 
dye or fluorescent images — ulti- 
mately leading perhaps to 3-D tele- 
vision —as well as solid plastic resist 
or metal products. 

An early example shows a blue, 
three - dimensional letter ‘‘F’”’ sus- 
pended within a restate of liquid 
plastic.

Swainson came up with the inven- 
tion through his desire to have a 
method by which classical 
sculptures could be perfectly repro- 
duced. . 

For this purpose, the input can be 
stereo photographs of a sculpture, or 


a hologram from which the three - _ 
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dimensional coordinate structure 
can be automatically extracted, 
using seperaos developed at the 
General Motors Corp. 

“For the first time,”’ says Swain- 
son, ‘‘this technology permits the 
archival preservation o! sculpture in 
a form from which it can be re- 
created at any future time and on 
any desired scale. i 

“Recent criticism of the repair of 
the vandalized ‘Pieta’ of 
Michaelangelo Suggest the useful- 
ness of such capability.” 

Swainson’s formal university 
training in English literature at Cor- 
nell was of no direct help to him in 
working out the practical. systems 
which were to embody what he in- 
tuited to be an exceedingly simple 
ae fundamental technical innova- 

ion. 

And it is perhaps for this reason 
that the inventor is a severe critic of 
conventional technical education. 


His Berkeley company has spon-. 


sored for several years an experi- 
mental school which specializes in 
“turning around brig youngsters 
who have been caught in a cycle of 
self-destructive or criminal be- 
havior.”’ ;

‘that relationship continues as new 
uses emerge. 
. aaa from the basic concept 
include three-dimensional oscillos- 
cope displays, useful in such fields as 
air traffic control, geological 
analyses, aerodynamic design and 
medical diagnoses. 

Other variations of the process 
currently under study would permit 
the creation of three - dimensional 
“hard copies’’ of wt fhety whose 
coordinates can be established — the 
Viking lander images of portions, of 
the Mars surface, the ocean floor, or 
complex internal body organs such 
as the spinal column. ' 

Dr. Robin Herrin of the Bios- 
tereometric Laboratory of Baylor 
University in Texas is studying the 
application of these techniques to the 
description and prognosis for pa- 
tients undergoing severe plastic 
surgery of facial structure, as well 
as in making accurate and comfort- 
able prosthetics. 

Electronic applications include 
the construction of volume computer 
memory stores with optical access

polymer and active components are 
enerated in the desired spatial con- 
iguration from a mother-liquor sol- 

ution containing the mixed precur- 
sor materials, which can be selec- 
tively deposited using 
sperepe ian oe laser combina- 
tions. 

New processes of multiphoton ab- 
sorption, which recently have been 
suggested for use in separation of 
uranium isotopes using lasers, have 
been turned to by Swainson where 
presently available commercial 
products are to be used. Such pro- 
ducts include high - resolution photo- 
resists developed for printing plate 
photoreproduction. ; 

Swainson says these techniques 
appear to have particular value 
where chemically complex products 
are to be produced from mixed solu- 
tions of reactants. 

Reed Jensen, project director of 
Los Alamos, wrote in the July issue 
of “Laser Focus’ that these mul- 
tiphoton selective chemical proces- 
ses are potentially of “utility and 
significance rivaling that of the es- 
tablished field of visible and ul- 
traviolet photochemistry.” 

' The use of these mechanisms 
roposed by Swainson and his col- 
leagues seems to justify such a pre- 

diction. 

In the past year there have been 
announcements and demonstrations 
of other hited which appear to 
yield solid photography. However: 
all apparently rely on a finishing-oft 
process by an artisan and are appa- 
rently based on a method invented in 
the mid-1800s.
